If you do not receive 
them promptly, please notify me not later than 
two weeks after the date you sent order, and give 
date and enclose duplicate, of which you should 
always retain a copy. You should receive your 
seeds within two or three days of the actual time 
it takes the mail to come and go between the two 
points, as I aim to fill all orders within 24 hours 
of their receipt, except plant and bulb orders. 
See Bulb and Plant pages in regard to these de- 
liveries. 


3. I Warrant My Seeds to be Good. 


No one can promise that seeds will grow, nor 
do I, as so much depends on conditions. I know 
by actual testing that my seeds are good, and if 
any failed to grow for you last year and you 
think that the failure is due to lack of vitality in 
seeds and not to some other cause, you may feel 
at liberty when placing your order with me this 
year to include such varieties. Seeds of Green- 
house Plants, which generally require special 
care, are excepted from this offer to replace. A 
new order should accompany application for 
seed to be replaced, and please refer to date or 
number of last spring’s order in which it was 
included.
